The satellite was first detected 
late in January by the Navy 
space surveillance system, known 
as SPASUR.

Van Rie seemed relaxed and 
jaunty as he stood trial in con- 
nection with the death last Sept. 
18 of Lynn Kauffman, 23, divorcee 


daughter of a Chicago manu- 
facturer. 


The state charges she was slain 
by Van Rie following a torrid ro- 
mance during the 44-day voyage 
of the Utrecht from Singapore to 
Boston. Her 100-pound, 5-foot-2 
body was consigned to the sea and 
washed up later on a bleak island 
in Boston Harbor. 

CHIDES LAWYER 

To newsmen who asked the tall 
slender seafarer how he felt as 
he faced trial, Van Rie replied: 
‘‘Marvelous, marvelous.”

Robert Arnold, chairman of the Board 
of Regents, has proposed that if neces- 
gary the children of Georgia take money 
out of their own pockets to buy land for 
a prison so that the state will not use 
property for such a purpose near the 
magnificent 4-H Center at Rock Eagle. 

We will support those boys and girls 
in such an undertaking if the latter does 
become necessary. 

But we think the leadership behind the 
move, which seems to have powerful sup- 
port for building a prison there, has 
brought Georgia to a sad state of affairs 
when such proposals are made. 

The parents of farm boys and girls 
send their children ‘to that camp each 
summer in confidence it will be well-run 
and safely managed. With the record of 
escapes from prisons in the state, no par- 
ent would feel safe with his son or daugh- 
ter at the camp with a prison but a few 
miles away. 

What has got into the heads of the 
men who are so hellbent on destroying 
much of the potential of the magnificent 
4-H Center into which so many Geor- 
gians and Georgia business firms have 
gladly made substantial contributions?

What 
kind of leadership is it which will threat- 
en the state’s greatest asset—her Uni- 
versity System—if the reg sents do not 
abandon their efforts to save the land and 
the 4-H Club center? 

Surely common sense will not decide 
a prison for dangerous criminals belongs 
near the 4-H camp, built with such love 
and sacrifice. 

But if it does come to the point where 
the children of Georgia have to take 
money from their pockets to buy the land 
we. as a contributor to the camp, W ill join 
them.

College Age-Limit Law 
Proves Self-Defeating 


Has Georgia’s college age-limit law 
caused great harm to the state’s program 
of higher education? 

Many educators, casual observers and 
hundreds of students who have been 
turned away say that it has. Apparently 
their views are correct as pointed out by 
Rep. Chappelle Matthews of Clarke Coun- 
ty, chairman of the House University 
System Committee 

Several legislators, including Rep. Col- 
quitt Odom of Dougherty and Rep. Quim- 
by Melton of Spalding, are also unhappy 
about it. Saying it has not served its pur- 
pose, Rep. Odom proposes a law to repeal 
. 

Some of these harmful effects, as out- 
lined by Rep. Matthews, will have long- 
range repercussions on the Georgia econ- 
omy. It has resulted in a terrific loss of 
eollege students over the age limits who 
otherwise would be improving themselves 
in their professions and thus a conse-

quent loss to business, industry and edu- 
cation. 

The adult education program and 
night school courses have been greatly 
reduced in a major retreat from a major 
effort to make higher education avail- 
able to everyone who can take advantage 
of it.

We agree with the tightening up of 
admission regulations at overcrowded 
units of the University System as well as 
stepped-up scholarship requirements. But 
to deny educational opportunities to those 
who would profit from it is self-defeat- 
ing in the extreme.

Error in'French 


Draws Criticism 

Atlanta—In your excellent edi- 
torial titled “‘Dancing to Harris 
Tune Becomes Quite Difficult,’ 
there is a serious error in the 
French statement attributed to 
France's King Louis XIV. 

The correct expression is 
L’Etat, c'est moi. In the editorial 
it has been mutilated to “L’etat, 
c’mois,”” Which means nothing, 
since the word “mois” means 
month and the ‘‘c’”’ preceding it 
is without significance except 
when followed by a verb begin- 
ning with a_ vowel (usually 
““est”’). The, word etat is usually 
spelled with a capital E when it 
designates a political state and 
when it means “condition” or 
State in the sense of ‘‘condition,”’ 
the small e is used. 

French historians can find no 
evidence that the great Sun King 
actually said “L’Etat, c’est moi,” 
but they all agree that he could

Sikes and Ordinary Cecil Conner pay the county $13,185 


for discrepancies in traffic

The commissioners filed the de-| = 


mand with Sikes and Conner fol- 
lowing an “extensive audit’ 
which showed numerous irregular- 
ities in the two officials’ accounts 
of fines and Yees. 


Sikes and Conner were notified, 
the commissioners said, that ‘“‘le- 
gal action would take place with- 
out further notice unless some 
payments are forthcoming imme- 
diately.” 


When the Journal-Constitution 
disclosed a month ago that ir- 
recularities had been found in the 
accounts, Sikes and Conner said 
4hey only involved “honest mis- 
takes.” 


One of the “honest mistakes” 
was the processing of a large 
number of cases in which arrests 
were never made. Both officials 
told a reporter at the time they 
would repay the county a total of 
$2,730, the amount of fees they 
received for such cases in 1959. 
These cases were confirmed by 
the audit.

They said they stopped this prac- 
tice on ‘“‘legal advice.” 


Fines and forfeitures in Charl- 
ton have been totaling close to 
$100,000 yearly, with fees of about 
$40,000 going to the sheriff and 
$30,000 to the ordinary. 


In a prepared statement the 
Charlton commissioners said Wed- 
nesday that they met in December 
with the sheriff and the ordinary 
and questioned them about the ir- 
regularities.

Sikes and Conners agreed, through 
their attorneys, to pay the county 
a total of $5,548—$2,730 for the 
cases where no arrests were made 
and $2,818 for amounts paid on the 
Peace Officers’ Fund.

City To Act Now 


Juvenile gangs may turn down- 
town Atlanta into “another mid- 
town Manhattan,” Crime Com- 
mission Chairman Morris Abram 
said Wednesday. 


He predicted that the central 
core of the city will be terror- 
ized by gangs committing rape, 
murder and robberies within the 
next 20 years unless the commu- 
nity takes steps now to orient 
to urban life the 1,000,000 new- 
comers expected during that 
time. He estimated 750,000 of 
the newcomers would come to 
Atlanta from rural areas, unable 
to quickly adjust to urban life 
without help. 


MEANS REQUIRED 


“It’s pretty easy to adjust to/| 


urban life if you have education, 
skill or money,’’ Abram said, “‘but 


if you don’t eventually you will | 


wind up maladjusted, hating the 
police, a menace to soeiety.” 
Abram noted that history “shows 
that every major city in the 
country with a large population 
growth, particularly of people 
not used to city life, has had a 
juvenile delinquency problem.” 
He said Atlanta doesn’t present- 
ly have the problem to the same 
degree as other large cities. 


“However,” he said, “in some 
sections in Atlanta it is serious 
enough to cause alarm.” 
FORCED EXODUS 

Abram said that unless the 
community plans to control youth 
gangs, the downtown area dur 
ing the forthcoming big popula 
tion growth would become un 
inhabitable for residential living 
forcing citizens to flee farther 
into the suburbs. 


Abram said that formation of 
a central community council to 


‘help “‘urbanize’”’ newcomers from 


rural areas, as has recently been 
suggested by Dr. Philip Weltner, 
chairman of the Fulton County 
Advisory Council on Illegitimacy 
and Adoption, might solve the 
problem.

NEW YORK (UPI)—Construction spending over the next 
decade was estimated Wednesday at a “quite conservative” 
$670 billion, according to Architectural Forum magazine. 


_ This is more than the nation spent for that purpose in the 
previous 35 years and some 60 per cent above construction out- 
lays during the 1950s. 


Holding the building Spotlight in the 1960s, Forum said, will 
be the trend of private non-residential construction, slated to 
increase 71.8 per cent between now and 1970 to.almost $15 billion 
annually. 


Private residential building will rise only 27 per cent to an 
annual rate of $28 billion by 1969. 


By 1970, the publication said, total annual spending for “new 


construction in 1959 dollars will be close to $80 billion, about 46 
per cent higher than last year.

“IF a majority of Southerners want AS THEIR 
FOREMOST OBJECTIVE to achieve higher per- 
capita incomes, what are the barriers to and means of 
attaining this social end?” 


This question, fundamental to the South’s economic develop- 
ment, has been carefully side-stepped or minimized in the intem- 
perate political pronouncements on the fate of public schools in 

Georgia and a few other Deep South states. 


6 But because the answer defines a clear-cut 
» choice between tradition and economic progress— 
* a choice the people of these states must sooner 
or later make—the politicians will not be able to 
evade the question indefinitely. 


It was given articulate expression by Dr. 
William H. Nicholls, chairman of Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity's Department of Economics and Business 
Administration, at the Southern Economic Assn.’s 
last annual meeting. 


His presidential address, ‘‘Southern Tradition 


Sess SBenhawseden and Regional Economic Progress,’’ was reprinted 
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ress, but in doing so it has held with surprising tenacity to tradi- 
tional values. 


“In some degree, the South has been traditional because it was 
poor. At the same time, it has also remained poor in part because 
it was traditional.’ 


Noting that economists interested in economic development 
cannot avoid concerning themselves with non-economic factors, 
Dr. Nicholls continues: 


South cannot have it both ways, that fundamentally a choice be- 
tween the value of agrarianism and industriali however painful 
and unpleasant it may be—must be made.” 


Dr. Nicholls asserts that ‘‘the South must choose between Tra- 
dition and Progress’’ because the essential eleménts of Southern 
tradition ‘‘are irreconcilably at war with regional economic prog- 
ress.” 


As to whether achievement of higher per capita incomes is the 
foremost objective of a majority of Southerners, he says frankly: 


“I don’t know; but Southern politicians, whose job it is to 
assess majority opinions, ought to know. Like their constituents, 
however, most politicians are confused. 


“Certainly there is considerable evidence that Southerners do 
want more industrialization, which most economists agree is the 
factor essential to further progress. , 


“But few Southerners have yet faced up to the question as to 
whether they want industrialization badly enough to give up firmly 
held Southern traditions which are inconsistent with it. And fewer 
politicians have yet had the feresight or the courage to make clear

WHIPPED CREAM OUTLINES CHOCOLATE HEART —_- HEART-SHAPED COOKIES TAKE DELICATE AIR 
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FLAMING HEART ADDS DELECTABLE DRAMA 


Today There’s More Time for Heart at Home

The ever loving popular Valentine symbolized in the cards, 
candies, ornaments etc., that we see everywhere at this time of 
year, weren't always so numerous and easy to come by. 


Once it was that each token of affection on St. Valentine’s Day 
represented intense creative efforts on the part of the giver. By the 
time then-youthful Grandmother had decorated a card and written 
a verse, she deserved a box of sweets! 


Today’s romantic minded, however, have only to walk into a 
greeting card shop, choose a favorite from a vast assortment of 
mingled verses, shapes and sizes, and go through the simple proc- 
ess of mailing it. 


Since we're already comparing then and now, let’s think along 
the food line. 


Grandmother would spend most of a whole day mixing her 
cake and testing the oven temperature with a sweep of her hand. 
And probably she would have passed out in a faint if someone 
poured flaming brandy on her pie. 


Today, we are fortunate in that we don’t have to start from 
scratch on those cakes. Again we find that by using mixes we can 
have perfect cakes and pies in a jiffy, especially when some un- 
expected guest arrives and they are bound to do just that, this 
weekend. 


So, when those guests arrive, be different—present a flaming 
heart to your love on St. Valentine’s Sunday—either at a brunch 
celebration, or at a dessert or party snack. Even though Cupid 
and the ladies prefer pink and frothy confections, your man will 
lose his heart to one flavoredful with a fruity sauce and pre 
sented dramatically aflame. 

For a Valentine’s brunch party, try flaming hearts of French 
toast, simply made with bread cut into heart shape with a cookie 
cutter, or by cutting around a cardboard heart cutout. The sauce 
is a tangy combination of orange marmalade, butter and liquor 
that tastes like the traditional sauce for crepes suzette, but is much 
easier co do. 


Or if you prefer to present your flaming heart after dinner or 
at an evening party, prepare a meringue in heart shape. Egg 
whites, confectioners sugar and part of a lemon are all you need 
for this. Thicken the sauce of a can of purple plums with corn- 
starch, and just before serving, heap the meringue heart with 
purple plums, set aflame at the table. 


As an alternate to this, prepare a smooth and cool Bavarian 
Heart with Flaming Raspberry sauce, the dessert molded in heart 
shape with the aid of a 12-inch package of aluminum foil. Either 
of these makes a beautiful, and delicious way to say my love is 
burning bright. 

FLAMING FRENCH HEARTS 
12 slices firm day-old bread 
4, cup milk or crean 
eggs, beaten lightly 
4 to 5 tblsps. butter or 


margarine 
l, cup orange marmalade 
3 tblsps. sweet butter 
14 to 143 cup brandy 


Remove crusts from bread, cut each slice into a heart shape 
with a cookie cutter or a sharp knife. Dip in milk, then in eggs. 
Fry a few at a time in 2 tablespoons hot butter to a delicate 
brown. Add more butter as needed. Remove to hot platter, keep 
warm. Blend orange marmalade with sweet butter. Add to remain- 
ing butter in pan, heat. Add‘'2 of the brandy, stir smooth. Pour hot 
sauce over French Hearts. Warm remaining brandy, ignite, pour 
flaming over all. Serve to about six. 


PLUMS FLAMBE IN MERINGUE HEAR? 


6 egg whites 14 oz.) 
1 tbisp. lemon juice 1 cup reserved plum

Beat egg whites with cream of tartar or lemon juice until they 
form soft peaks. Add sugar gradually, % cup at a time, and con- 
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tinue to beat until very stiff but not dry. Line a cooky sheet with 
brown paper. Draw a heart shape (10 inches across top) on paper. 
Spread meringue to cover shape and then pile around edge to form 
a rim about 2 inches high. Bake in a pre-heated oven (250 F.) 
hour 10 minutes. Turn off oven heat. Cool meringue in oven for 
several hours or overnight. Just before serving fill meringue with 
ice cream, if desired. Then add Bourbon Plums Flambe. To make 
sauce: drain plums, reserve juice. In small saucepan, combine 
juice, cornstarch, nutmeg. Stir until smooth; heat slowly to boiling. 
Arrange plums over ice cream. Add bourbon to sauce, ignite, pour, 
flaming, over plums. Serves six. 


BAVARIAN HEART WITH FLAMING RASPBERRY SAUCE 


1 envelope unflavored 2 tsps. vanilla extract 
gelatin 1 cup heavy cream 
2 tbisps. cold water 1 10-oz. pkg. frozen 
4 egg yolks raspberries 
lg cup sugar 1% tsp. cinnamon 
Dash salt 4% cup gin 


1 cup milk 


To make heart shell: remove two long sides from cardboard 
box of foil (12-inch size). Cover them with foil. Bend the strips to 
form the shape of a heart, staple ends together. Place the shape 
on a flat piece of cardboard, draw, then cut out bottom of heart. 
Cover with foil. Put the sides and the bottom in place and then 
cover the whole shape with a large piece of foil so that it is firm 
and holds its form. Grease lightly. 


Soften gelatine in cold water. Combine yolks, sugar, salt, blend 
thoroughly. Scald milk and pour gradually over egg yolk mixture. 
Cook, stirring constantly, until it is.smooth and thick. Add gelatine 
and continue to stir until it is completely dissolved. Add vanilla. 
Cool and stir occasionally to prevent a crust from forming. Whip 
cream stiff, fold into mixture. Pour into prepared shell. Chill until 
firm. Unmold by loosening edges of the Bavarian from sides with 
a spatula. Holding it firm, shake gently to loosen completely. In- 
vert on serving plate, serve with Flaming Raspberry Sauce. To 
make sauce, thaw berries in advance, heat slightly with cinnamon. 
Add gin to sauce, warm, Ignite, spoon flaming over Bavarian. 


Heart-shaped cookies with a delicate air—delicious, and not 
difficult to prepare. That's a fitting description for a delightful 
mince meat filled cookie. The delectable cookie dough is of a 
delicate shortbread type. It is made with cream cheese. 


In Mince Meat Sweetheart Cookies, added interest comes from 
arranging the cookies sandwich-fashion before baking. The spicy 
flavor of mince meat complements the short cream cheese pastry. 
And modern mince meat, coming in jars and ready to use, does 
away with the long tedious hours of cutting and cooking of fruits 
and spices required in former days. 

Just before serving, dust the cookies lightly with confectioners’ 
sugar. The cookies would be a fine accompaniment for ice cream 
or equally acceptable when served with piping hot instant coffee-v 
easily made in the pot or, in the cup. These cookies are without 
parallel. Family as well as guests will agree that they haven't 
tasted any better in many a moon. 


MINCE MEAT SWEETHEART COOKIES 


2 tblsps. milk 
l cup mince meat 


1 3-oz. pkg. cream cheese 
% cup butter . 

14% cups sifted flour 
4 tsp. salt 


Confectioners’ sugar 


Let cream cheese soften at room temperature. Cream together 
the cheese and butter. Mix in flour and salt. Blend in milk. Shape 
the soft dough into a ball. Wrap in waxed paper. Chill in the 
refrigerator for one hour. On a well-floured board, roll dough to 
thickness of about % inch. Cut into heart shapes with a cookie 
cutter. Place 18 heart-shaped cookies on a buttered baking sheet. 
Spread each heart with 2 teaspoons mince meat. Top each with 
another heart-shaped cookie. Bake in a very hot oven (450 de- 
grees §.) for 8 to 10 minutes, or until lightly browned. Cool. If 
desired, lightly sprinkle each with confectioners’ sugar. Makes 14 
dozen cookie sandwiches. 


Valentine’s Day, with all its love and laughter, comes bursting 
through February’s gray days just like an arrow of Cupid’s bow.

Sift cake flour, baking powder and salt together. Cream short- 
ening and granulated sugar together; add vanilla and eggs and 
beat until smooth. Add flour mixture and orange juice alternately 
to shortening mixture, beating well after each addition, Turn into 
two greased 9-inch layer or heart-shaped pans. Bake in moderate 
oven (350 degrees) 40 minutes, or until cakes test done. Cool. 
Remove from pans. Combine confectioners’ sugar and water; beat 
until smooth. Tint with food coloring. Spread frosting on top of 
one layer. Top with remaining layer. Frost sides and top of cake. 
Garnish with cherry halves. Makes two 9-inch layers. 


A suggestion for a happy ending to a meal served on Valentine's 
Day comes in the form of this dessert, to be lovingly prepared in 
your kitchen. 


It’s,;a creamy smooth chocolate pie, made appropriate for Val- 
entine’s Day by heart-shaped outlines of whipped cream on the top 
of the filling. The recipe tells you how to go about it. 


You can easily make and garnish this effective pie early in 
the day and let chill in the refrigerator until the family is ready 


for dessert. When this sweetheart of a pie is served, they'll say 
your way of extending Valentine greetings is one of the reasons they 
like to be “‘truly thine." 

SWEETHEART CHOCOLATE PIE 


1 pkg. chocolate pudding 3 thlsps. sugar 
and pie-filling mix 1 baked 8- or 9-inch 
124 cups milk pie shell 
2 egg yolks 1, cup whipping cream 
1g square unsweetened Few drops peppermint 
chocolate, melted extract 
14 tsp. vanilla Few drops red food 
2 egg whites coloring 


Combine pudding mix and % cup of the milk in a saucepan. 
Add 2 egg yolks and blend well. Add remaining milk and melted 
chocolate. Cook and stir over medium heat until mixture comes to 
a full boil. Remove from heat, add vanilla, and beat with egg 
beater if necessary to make filling smooth. Set aside. Beat egg 
whites until foamy throughout. Add sugar, one tablespoon at a 
time, beating well after each addition..Then continue beating until 
meringue will stand in peaks. Fold slightly cooled mixture very 
slowly into meringue. Pour into pie shell. Chill. 


To decorate pie, place cream, mint flavoring and red coloring 
in a chilled bowl. Beat until cream holds its shape. (Do not over- 
beat.) Cut out 6 waxed paper hearts, about 2 inches each. Arrange 
on top of pie. Then spread whipped cream around hearts and over 
top of pie. Carefully remove waxed paper by lifting edges with 
toothpicks.

I NOTICED IN YESTERDAY’S PAPER that Mrs. C. J. Duke 
of Stockbridge wanted an old-fashioned recipe for chocolate pie. 
Immediately, my grandmother's cookbook came to mind. This 
was the old White House Cookbook, published in 1891 by the R. S. 
Peale Co. of Chicago. The compiler was Mrs. F. L. Gillette with 
“Hugo Ziemann, Steward of the White House.”’ 


CHOCOLATE CUSTARD PIE 

Her custard pie was made as follows: Beat up the yolks 
of three eggs in cream. Stir thoroughly a tablespoon of sifted 
flour into three tablespoonfuls of sugar; this separates the 
particles of flour so that there will be no lumps; then add it 
to the beaten yolks, put in a pinch of salt, a teaspoonful of 
vanilla, and a little grated nutmeg; next the well-beaten 
whites of the eggs; and lastly, a pint of scalded milk (not 
boiled) which has been cooled: mix this in by degrees, and 
turn all into a deep pie pan, lined with puff paste and bake 
from 25 to 30 minutes. 

Put some grated chocolate into a basin and place on the 
back of the stove and let it melt. (Do not add any water to 
it.) Beat one egg and some sugar in it; when melted, spread 
this on top of a custard pie. Lovers of chocolate will like this. 

This recipe I purchased from a colored cook on one of the 
Lake Michigan steamers. many years ago, and it is, without ex- 
ception, the finest puff-paste I have ever seen. 

FINE PUFF-PASTE 

Into one quart of sifted’ flour mix two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, and a teaspoonful of salt; then sift again. 
Measure out one teacupful of butter and one of lard, hard 
and cold. Take the lard and rub it into the flour until a 
very fine, smooth paste. Then put in just enough ICE WATER, 
say half a cupful, containing one beaten white of egg, to mix 
a very stiff dough. Roll it out into a thin sheet, spread with 
one fourth of the butter, sprinkle over with a little flour, 
then roll up closely in a long roll, like a scroll, double the 
ends toward the center, flatten and reroll, then spread again 
with another quarter of the butter. 

Repeat this operation until the butter is used up. Put it 
on an earthenware dish, cover it with a cloth and set ina 
cold place, in the icebox in the summer; let it remain wntil 
COLD; an hour or more before making out the crust. Tarts 
made with this paste cannot be cut with a knife when fres 
they go into flakes at the touch. 

You may roll this pastry in any direction, from you, towards 
you, sideways, anyway, it matters not, but you must have nice 
flour, ICE WATER, and very LITTLE of it, and strength to roll 
it, if you would succeed. 

I trust that Mrs. Duke has hearty, calorieful eating on this 
It really sounds out of this world, doesn't it?

Beginners may experiment 
with pinches of these five sea- 
sonings—rosemary, sweet basil, 
sweet marjoram, tarragon and 
thyme. Rosemary has a spicy 
odor and gives special char- 
acter to poultry, stews and 
sauces. Sweet basil has a 
cloverlike flavor and is oftea 
used instead of pepper in toma- 
toes. 


Sweet marjoram adds new 
flavor to potato salad, creamed 
potatoes and string beans. 


Tarragon has its own peculiar 
sweet taste, resembling Scorice, 
and is good in green salads, 
salad dressings, salad vinegars, 
fish sauces, tartar sauces and 
some egg dishes. 


A dash of imagination—with 
a pinch of herbs—can change 
plain food into a dish worthy of 
expert chefs. 


Start with about one-fourth 
teaspoon of dried herbs in a 
dish for four. When using fresh 
herbs, cut or chop the leaves 
very fine. Use three or four 
times as much fresh herbs as 
dried herbs. 


Cook herbs for a time 
only. Delicate flavor and aro- 
ma are lost when they are heat- 
ed too long.

For soups and sauces, tie fresh 
herbs in small bunches, or 


ground herbs in a cloth bag. 
Add them during the last half 
hour of cooking. 


In uncooked foods, such as 
vegetable juice cocktails, add 
dried herbs, tied in a bag, sev- 
eral hours before serving. Re- 
move herb bag at serving time. 


Heating in cooking fat is the 
best way to draw out flavors of 
many herbs. 


Keep the mixture of herbs 
subtle—no one flavor should be 
too pronounced. 


LEAVENINGS 


Leavening agents can certain- 
ly become confusing. They are 
the substances that form bub- 
bles of gas which expand when 
a batter or dough is heated. This 
action makes light baked prod- 
ucts and affects the grain and 
texture, at the same time. 


Yeast, baking powder, soda 
and food acid are leavening 
agents. There are also physical 
leavening agents such as steam 
and air. Egg whites are an ex- 
ample of air and these agents 
make products rise. 


If you use too little leavening, 
your product will have a peak, a 


tough crust, and a close, com-’ 


pact grain. Too much, causes 
the product to fall or have a 
gummy crust, coarse and irreg- 
ular grain, or dry and crumbly 
texture.

Dash of Imagination Adds Worth to Dish 


Yeast is a tiny plant that pro- 
duces a gas from sugar when 
temperature and moisture are 
favorable for its growth. It 
comes in two forms—active dry 
yeast and compressed. This 
veast must be softened in warm 
water for 5 to 10 minutes. 


There are three headings for 
baking powder. SAS-phosphate, 
phosphate, and tartrate. The 
SAS-phosphate is a double-act- 
ing type and frees only a small 
amount of its gas when com- 
bined with liquid. The major 
portion is released later when 
the product is heated. 


The phosphate type baking 
powder gives off part of its gas 
when combined with liquid, and 
part when it is heated. 


Tartrate baking powder re- 
acts almost entirely when you 
add the liquid to the dry ingre- 
dients. The gas formed then 
expands when the batter or 
dough is heated. 


The types are marked on the 
baking powder cans. 


Baking soda gives off gas 
when you mix it with a food 
acid such as buttermilk, sour 
milk, molasses, vinegar, or lem- 
on juice. One-half teaspoon soda 
plus 1 cup sour milk is equiva- 
lent in leavening powder to |! 
teaspoon double acting baking 
powder. 


Self-rising flour is all-purpose 
flour to which baking powder 
and salt have been added dur- 
ing the milling process. The 
flour is sifted many times dur- 
ing milling and these ingredi- 
ents are thoroughly mixed with 
flour. 


This type of flour assures uni- 
formity, correct proportions of 
baking powder and salt. It also, 
saves you time in assembling in- 
gredients. 

ALL ABOUT HAMS 


There are two kinds of ham 
being sold in most retail stores 
today. They are FULLY- 
COOKED and COOK-BEFORE- 
EATING. 


Fully-cooked hams may be 
served without further heating, 
or may be reheated, if desired.
